EEPOR T 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS 

OF  THE 

LUNATIC  ASYLUM  AT  SNENTON  NEAR  NOTTINGHAM, 


To  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  County ,  and  to  the 
Town  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Nottingham. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Statute  16  and  17  Victoria,  cap.  97^ 
sec.  62,  the  Committee  report : — 

That  on  the  9th  June  last  the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  was  given  to  the  three  following  resolutions,  passed  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  held  on  the 
16th  April  last : — 

1.  “  Resolved  that  subject  to  and  with  the  consent  of  one 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  to  be  testified 
under  his  hand,  pursuant  to  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853, 
the  union  agreed  upon  and  made  between  the  County  of 
Nottingham  and  the  Borough  of  Nottingham  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853,  and  of  another  Act 
passed  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  Her  said  Majesty,  entitled 
c  An  Act  to  amend  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853  and  the 
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‘Acts  passed  in  the  ninth  and  seventeenth  years  of  Her 
‘Majesty,  for  the  regulation  of  the  care  and  treatment  of 
‘  lunatics,’  by  and  under  the  said  Articles  of  Union  bearing 
date  the  twenty- first  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-five,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  the 
said  County  and  Borough  should  thenceforth  be  united  for 
the  purposes  of  the  said  Acts  respectively,  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  in  the  same  articles  expressed,  and  which  union  is 
now  subsisting,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  determined 
and  dissolved  as  from  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four.” 

2.  “  Whereas  it  has  been  this  day  resolved  by  the  said  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Yisitors — That  subject  and  with  the  consent  of  one 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  to  be  testified 
under  his  hand  pursuant  to  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853, 
the  Union  agreed  upon  and  made  between  the  County  of 
Nottingham  and  the  Borough  of  Nottingham,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853  and  of 
another  Act  passed  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  Her  said 
Majesty,  entitled  ‘  An  Act  to  amend  the  Lunatic  Asy- 
‘  lums  Act  1853  and  the  Acts  passed  in  the  ninth  and 
‘  seventeenth  years  of  Her  Majesty,  for  the  regulation  of  the 
‘  care  and  treatment  of  lunatics,’  by  and  under  Articles  of 
Union  bearing  date  the  21st  day  of  November,  1855, 
whereby  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  County  and  Borough 
should  thenceforth  be  united  for  the  purposes  of  the  said 
Acts  respectively,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  in  the  same 
articles  expressed,  should  be  and  the  same  was  thereby 
determined  and  dissolved  as  from  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1874.  And  whereas  the  land,  buildings,  hereditaments, 
fixtures,  furniture,  chattels,  monies,  and  effects  now  of  or 
belonging  to  the  union  of  the  County  of  Nottingham  and 
the  Borough  of  Nottingham,  comprise  the  following  particu¬ 
lars  and  no  more,  that  is  to  say,  the  buildings  of  the  said 
Asylum  and  the  several  pieces  of  land  on  which  the  said 
Asylum  stands,  and  which  form  the  garden,  grounds,  and 
yards  thereof ;  and  the  steam  engine,  piping,  and  other 


engineering  works,  furniture,  and  fixtures  of  the  said  Asylum, 
which  this  meeting  doth  hereby  agree  to  be  of  the  value  of 
forty-three  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  pounds, 
nineteen  shillings,  and  sevenpence ;  and  also  of  the  clothing 
and  consumable  stores  in  and  about  the  said  Asylum ;  and 
also  of  the  cash  balances  due  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Asylum,  and  the  balances  due  for  the  maintenance  of  patients. 
And  the  said  County  and  Borough  are  respectively  interested 
in  the  property  aforesaid  in  the  proportions  following,  that  is 
to  say,  the  said  County  of  Nottingham  in  two  undivided 
third  parts  or  shares  thereof  (the  whole  being  considered  as 
divided  into  three  equal  parts  or  shares),  and  the  said  Borough 
of  Nottingham  in  the  other  or  remaining  equal  undivided 
third  part  or  share  thereof.  And  on  the  division  and  allot¬ 
ment  of  the  property  aforesaid,  which  will  he  consequent 
upon  the  determination  and  dissolution  of  the  said  Union, 
there  cannot  be  conveniently  allotted  to  the  said  County  of 
Nottingham  and  to  the  said  Borough  of  Nottingham  their 
respective  proper  proportions  of  and  in  the  property  afore¬ 
said.  It  is  therefore  agreed,  declared,  and  resolved  by  this 
meeting,  subject  to  and  with  the  consent  of  one  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  to  he  testified  under 
his  hand  pursuant  to  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853,  that 
the  whole  of  the  said  lands,  buildings,  hereditaments, 
engineering  works,  fixtures,  furniture,  clothing,  stores,  monies, 
and  effects  of  or  belonging  to  the  said  union,  shall  be  allotted 
to,  and  from  and  after  the  said  31st  day  of  December,  1874, 
be  held  by  and  be  the  absolute  property  of  the  said  County 
of  Nottingham ;  and  that  on  the  said  31st  day  of  December, 
1874,  the  value  of  the  clothing  and  consumable  stores  in  and 
about  the  said  Asylum,  and  the  amounts  of  the  balance  due 
from  the  Treasurer  (if  anj^),  and  of  the  balances  due  for 
maintenance  of  patients,  less  the  amount  of  any  debts  and 
other  outgoings  owing  by  the  said  Committee  of  Visitors  of 
the  said  Asylum  up  to  and  including  the  said  31st  day  of 
December,  1874,  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  persons  now  » 
constituting  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  said  Asylum ; 
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and  that  one  third  part  or  share  of  the  said  sum  of  forty- 
three  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  pounds,  nineteen 
shillings,  and  sevenpencc,  and  of  the  value  of  the  said 
clothing  and  consumable  stores,  and  of  the  amount  of  such 
balances  as  aforesaid  (less  such  debts  and  outgoings  as  afore¬ 
said),  the  whole  into  three  equal  parts  or  shares  being  con¬ 
sidered  as  divided,  shall  he  paid  by  the  said  County  of 
Nottingham  to  the  said  Borough  of  Nottingham,  by  the 
instalments  following,  that  is  to  say,  the  sum  of  five^  thousand 
pounds  sterling  part  thereof  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1875  ; 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  pounds  other  part  thereof  on  the- 
31st  day  of  December,  1875;  and  the  remainder  thereof  on 
the  30th  day  of  June,  1876.  Such  instalments  respectively 
to  bear  interest  after  the  rate  of  five  pounds  per  centum  per 
annum  from  the  days  when  they  shall  respectively  become- 
payable  until  actual  payment  thereof ;  and  that  such  payment 
shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  aforesaid  proportion  of  the 
said  Borough  of  Nottingham  in  the  lands,  buildings,  here¬ 
ditaments,  engineering  works,  fixtures,  furniture,  clothing, 
stores,  monies,  and  effects  of  or  belonging  to  the  said  union. 
And  that  the  said  sums  so  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  be  raised  in 
the  manner  appointed  by  the  said  I/nnatic  Asylums  Act 
1853,  and  that  the  said  sums  so  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  Borough 
of  Nottingham,  whose  receipts  shall  be  fidl  and  complete 
discharges.” 

3.  “And  it  is  further  resolved  that  in  case  the  said  dissolu¬ 
tion  shall  take  effect,  then  from  and  after  the  said  31st  day 
of  December,  1874,  the  Lady  Middleton  Fund  shall  be 
divided  and  belong  in  the  shares  and  proportions  following, 
that  is  to  say,  two  third  parts  or  shares  thereof  (the  whole 
into  three  equal  parts  or  shares  being  considered  as  divided) 
shall  belong  to  the  said  County  of  Nottingham^  and  the  other 
or  remaining  one  third  part  or  share  thereof  shall  belong  to 
the  said  Borough  of  Nottingham.  And  that  the  said  share 
of  the  said  Borough  therein  shall  forthwith  after  the  said  31st 
day  of  December,  1874,  be  transferred  to  Trustees  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  said  Borough.” 
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That  at  the  same  Special  Meeting  the  following  resolutions 
were  also  passed  : — 

“  And  that  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  the  said  County  of  Nottingham  shall,  if  required  by 
the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  the  Nottingham 
Union,  take  charge  of  the  patients  now  in  the  said  Asylum 
and  chargeable  to  any  Parish  in  the  said  Borough  of  Not¬ 
tingham,  and  of  any  lunatic  persons  who  during  the  said 
term  of  two  years  shall  he  sent  to  the  said  Asylum  by  the 
said  Board  of  Guardians,  at  the  lowest  rate  of  payment 
which  shall  for  the  time  being  he  charged  against  any  of  the 
Parishes  of  the  said  County ;  and  from  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six, 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  at  one  shilling  per  week  per 
patient  above  such  lowest  rate  of  payment.” 

“  And  that  all  the  superannuation  allowances  now  in  course 
of  payment  shall  continue  to  he  borne  and  paid  when  and  as 
due  by  the  said  County  and  Borough  in  the  proportions 
following,  namely  the  said  County  two  equal  third  parts 
thereof  (the  whole  into  three  equal  parts  being  considered  as 
divided),  and  the  said  Borough  the  other  or  remaining  equal 
third  part :  and  that  all  accruing  claims  for  superannuation 
allowances  which  shall  he  allowed  by  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  for  the  said  County  shall  he  borne  and  paid  by  the 
said  County  and  Borough  in  the  proportions  following,  that 
is  to  say,  if  the  claimant  shall  resign  his  or  her  employment 
during  the  year  1875,  the  said  County  shall  pay  fourteen 
parts,  and  the  said  Borough  seven  parts,  of  his  or  her  super¬ 
annuation  allowance  (the  whole  into  twenty-one  equal  parts 
being  considered  as  divided)  ;  and  if  such  resignation  shall 
take  place  in  the  year  1876,  the  said  County  shall  pay 
fifteen  such  parts,  and  the  said  Borough  six  such  parts  ;  and 
if  such  resignation  shall  take  place  in  the  year  1877,  the  said 
County  shall  pay  sixteen  such  parts,  and  the  said  Borough 
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five  such  parts;  and  if  in  the  year  1878,  the  said  County 
shall  pay  seventeen  such  parts,  and  the  said  Borough  four 
such  parts  ;  and  if  in  the  year  1879,  the  said  County  shall 
pay  eighteen  such  parts,  and  the  said  Borough  three  such 
parts;  and  if  in  the  year  1880,  the  said  County  shall  pay 
nineteen  such  parts,  and  the  said  Borough  two  such  parts ; 
and  if  in  the  year  1881,  the  said  County  shall  pay  twenty 
such  parts,  and  the  said  Borough  one  such  part ;  and  if  in  or 
after  the  year  1882,  the  said  County  shall  pay  the  whole 
thereof.” 

That  on  the  31st  December  a  stock-taking  of  the  clothing 
and  consumable  stores  will  he  made,  that  the  balance  due 
from  the  Treasurer  will  he  ascertained  after  payment  of  the 
December  hills,  and  the  amount  due  from  the  Unions  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  patients  will  he  declared  after  the  annual 
audit  of  the  accounts  in  February  next.  These  items  will 
require  to  he  added  to  the  sum  of  £14,389  19s.  lOd.  already 
agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  Borough  by  the  County  under  the 
foregoing  second  resolution. 

That  it  will  he  necessary  for  the  Town  Council  to  provide 
an  Asylum  for  the  Borough  Lunatics. 

That  the  management  of  the  Snenton  Asylum  will  for 
the  future  he  in  the  hands  of  the  Yisitors  appointed  by  the 
County. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  380  lunatics  under 
care  at  the  Asylum,  namely  182  men  and  198  women.  The 
full  number  of  400  has  however  been  reached  at  various 
times  during  the  year,  and  several  applications  for  admission 
from  Town  and  County  Unions  have  been  declined  for  want 
of  room.  The  condition  of  the  patients  during  the  past  year 
as  regards  health  has  been  most  satisfactory,  and  the  rate  of 
mortality  on  the  average  number  resident  is  the  lowest  that 
has  been  recorded  for  seventeen  years.

Dr.  J.  Hume  Smith,  who  had  performed  the  duties  of 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  most  satisfactorily  upwards  of  four 
years,  resigned  his  appointment  in  M  arch  last.  Dr.  A. 
Me  Cook  Weir  has  been  elected  to  the  vacant  office. 

Mrs.  C.  Orton,  the  Housekeeper,  has  retired  from  the 
service  of  the  Asylum  on  account  of  continued  had  health. 
A  temporary  arrangement  has  been  made  to  meet  this  emer¬ 
gency. 

A  few  changes  only  have  taken  place  in  the  staff  of 
attendants  and  servants  during  the  year.  The  conduct  of 
those  who  remain  has  upon  the  whole  been  creditable,  and 
their  work  efficiently  performed.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  and  Gentlemen, 

The  present  report,  showing  the  state  and  management  of 
the  Asylum  during  the  year  1874,  is  the  19th  and  last  under 
the  union  of  the  County  and  Borough  of  Nottingham  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Acts,  and  the  64th  since 
the  opening  of  the  original  Institution.  Unless  by  special 
arrangement,  as  in  the  case  of  accommodating  the  Borough 
patients  pending  the  erection  of  a  new  Asylum,  only  such 
lunatics  as  may  he  resident  in  the  County  proper  of  Notting¬ 
ham,  will  in  future  he  entitled  to  he  received  herein. 


The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  year : —

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The  daily  average,  3.93,.  is  the  highest  ever  reached.  For 
several  weeks  during  the  year  the  house  contained  its  full 
complement  of  400  patients,  and  in  consequence  it  became 
necessary,  during  this  pressure,  for  relieving  officers  to  obtain 
orders  for  the  removal  of  several  lunatics  to  the  Derbyshire 
Asylum  at  Mickleover,  where  15  are  now  located.  In  order 
to  mitigate  this  inconvenience,  encouragement  was  given  to 
the  friends  of  harmless  and  tractable  patients  to  make  appli¬ 
cation  for  their  release  whenever  there  was  a  reasonable 
prospect  of  their  being  taken  care  of.  Several  were  thus 
discharged.  Partly  owing  to  this  procedure,  eight  more  beds 
were  left  vacant  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
preceding  year. 

The  admissions  were  86,  and  fewer  than  usual,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  applications  having  been  declined  for  the  want  of 
room  referred  to. 

Among  those  brought  in  were  several  old  people  of  the 
imbecile  class,  whose  condition  offered  no  prospect  of  cure. 
One  woman  was  93  years  of  age  when  received  in  May  last. 
She  passed  through  the  late  inclement  weather  with  comfort, 
and  still  survives. 

One  man  applied  personally  to  be  taken  care  of  as  a 
lunatic.  Having  been  found  insane  by  the  authorities  out¬ 
side,  he  was  subsequently  detained  under  a  legal  order. 

The  recoveries  were  39,  or  45  per  cent,  on  the  admissions* 
This  is  the  highest  rate  attained  during  the  existence  of  the 
union.  The  average  rate  at  County  and  Borough  Asylums 
in  England  and  Wales  for  the  last  ten  years  reported  upon 
in  the  Parliamentary  return  is  35  per  cent.  Twenty-three  of 
the  persons  recovered  were  supplied  on  their  return  home 
with  money  or  clothing  out  of  the  charitable  fund  for  con¬ 
valescents. 
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The  deaths  were  89,  or  9.9  per  cent,  on  the  daily  average 
number  resident,  against  10.7  the  average  rate  in  similar 
institutions  for  the  last  ten  years.  It  is  the  lowest  recorded 
here  for  17  years,  and  the  absolute  number,  39,  is  precisely 
the  same  as  that  14  years  ago,  when  the  institution  contained 
100  lunatics  fewer.  Calculated  on  the  total  number  under 
treatment  this  ratio  was  8.2  per  cent.  only.  One  man  who 
died,  had  been  an  inmate  45  years,  and  a  woman,  who  died, 
had  been  in  28  years. 

One  of  the  deaths  was  that  of  a  criminal,  a  Polynesian, 
detained  on  a  charge  of  attempt  to  murder.  ITe  was  seized 
with  inflammation  of  the  lungs  during  the  severe  weather  at 
Christmas,  a  season  likely  to  try  the  constitution  of  one 
accustomed  only  to  the  perennial  summer  of  the  island 
Opolu,  of  which  he  was  a  native. 

The  assigned  causes  of  insanity  are  somewhat  similar  to 
those  of  former  years.  The  number  of  cases  ascribed  to 
intemperance  was  at  the  rate  of  19  per  cent,  on  the  admis¬ 
sions,  being  2  per  cent,  higher  than  1873. 

Seven  criminals  have  been  under  detention.  The  presence 
of  some  dangerous  members  of  this  class  among  the  other 
patients  is  attended  with  inconvenience  ;  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  arrangements  of  an  ordinary  Asylum  provide 
sufficient  security  for  their  custody  and  against  their  violence. 
One  of  these  men,  now  on  remand,  charged  with  the  same 
kind  of  offence  for  which  he  had  been  formerly  imprisoned  at 
Broadmoor,  where  he  disabled  an  attendant,  has  struck  one 
of  our  officers,  and  threatens  to  murder  another.  A  second 
wounded  an  attendant  in  the  mouth,  and  a  third  absconded 
for  a  time. 

Amongst  the  casualties  that  occurred  two  women  were 
safely  delivered,  each  of  a  child,  during  paroxyjsms  of 
insanity.  One  returned  home  recovered,  the  other  remains.

One  man  escaped,  being  harboured  by  his  friends.  One 
inquest  was  held  upon  a  man  who  met  with  a  fall  in  the 
airing  court  while  taking  exercise.  He  died  three  weeks 
afterwards.  A  post-mortem  examination  revealed  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  mollifies  ossium,  fracture  of  the  ribs,  calculi  in  the 
bladder  and  cysts  of  the  kidney,  the  combined  effects  of  which 
proved  fatal. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  during  the  occasions  of  the 
Asylum  being  full,  and  its  resources  tried  to  the  utmost,  the 
condition  of  the  patients  was  singularly  healthy  and  free  from 
excitement. 

Ten  men  and  fifteen  women  are  deemed  curable. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  under  the  united  authority  of  the 
County  and  Borough,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Asylum 
will  be  regarded  with  interest.  After  the  collection  and 
payment  of  all  debts  and  liabilities  there  remains  a  balance 
in  hand  of  £534  18s.  8Jd.  on  the  year’s  transactions. 

According  to  the  last  Blue  Book  on  the  subject,  the  cost 
per  head  per  week  for  patients’  maintenance  here  was  lOJd. 
lower  than  the  average  in  other  County  and  Borough  Asy¬ 
lums,  both  taken  together,  in  England  and  Wales.  This 
represents  an  economy  of  £866  effected  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  whole  number  of  patients  resident  during  the  year 
reported  on. 

As  the  accounts  presented  to-day  show  that  the  cost  per 
head  has  been  still  lower  this  year,  the  presumption  is  that 
the  result  will  not  be  less  favourable  on  the  appearance  of 
the  next  Parliamentary  return. 

I  have  to  report  the  continued  efficient  assistance  rendered 
me  by  the  other  officers ;  and  that  the  conduct  of  the 
attendants  and  servants  now  in  the  employ  of  the  visitors  has 
been  upon  the  whole  orderly  and  industrious. 
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In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  thank  the  united  Committee  of 
Visitors  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me  from  a  time  anterior 
to  the  formation  of  the  partnership  lately  determined,  and 
for  the  courtesy  with  which  my  suggestions  have  always  been 
received.  It  is  not,  however,  without  a  feeling  of  regret  that, 
by  the  occurrence  of  the  dissolution,  I  find  my  official  con¬ 
nection  with  the  town  of  Nottingham  involuntarily  severed, 
after  a  duration  of  thirty  years.

Since  the  foregoing  report  was  written  returns  have  been  received 
from  the  Clerks  of  the  several  Poor-Law  Unions,  giving  the  number 
of  Lunatics,  Idiots,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  wholly  or  in  part 
chargeable  to  the  rates  on  the  1st  January,  1875,  comprising  all 
those  detained  in  the  Snenton  Asylum,  in  other  Asylums,  inmates 
of  the  Workhouses,  those  in  lodgings,  and  residing  with  friends. 
The  following  columns  give  the  total  numbers  as  registered  on  the 
1st  of  January  of  each  year  for  seven  successive  years  :  —

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These  figures  show  that  during  the  past  seven  years  there  has 
heen  an  increase  of  3  only  in  the  number  of  lunatics  throughout  the 
County  proper  of  Nottingham,  of  2  in  the  Borough  of  Newark,  and 
of  32  in  the  Borough  of  Nottingham.  Bather  more  than  one-half 
of  these  cases  require  detention  in  the  Asylum,  the  present  propor¬ 
tion  of  these  lunatics  being  400  in  Asylums  to  357  in  Workhouses 
and  elsewhere. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  increase  of  the  general  population 
with  that  of  the  class  of  lunatics,  as  far  as  the  last  Censuses  of  1861 
and  1871  will  permit: —

The  increase  of  the  general  population  on  the  gross  number  has 
been  at  the  rate  of  9  per  cent,  nearly,  during  the  above  ten  years. 

The  returns  given  in  the  first  statement  of  figures  for  the  last 
seven  years  indicate  a  comparative  decrease  of  lunacy  in  the  County 
of  Nottingham,  when  the  large  annual  addition  to  the  general 
population  is  taken  into  account. 


Note  B. — On  Post-moktem  Examinations. 

The  question  of  the  propriety  of  making  post  mortem  examina¬ 
tions  of  deceased  lunatics,  as  a  general  rule,  in  County  Asylums, 
was  raised  in  the  year  1870  ;  and  upon  enquiry  a  great  diversity  of 
practice  was  found  to  prevail  in  this  particular.  Your  Superinten¬ 
dent,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  Anatomy  Act  and  of  the 
Common  Law,  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  was  not  desirable 
for  a  salaried  public  official  to  infringe  a  public  right  by  making 
uncalled  for  examinations.  Since  then  an  authoritative  letter  has 
been  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  upon  the  occasion  of  a 
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complaint  having  been  made  of  such  practice  being  carried  out  at 
the  Portsea  Island  Union  Workhouse,  from  which  the  following  is 
an  important  extract : — 

u  Local  Government  Board,  Whitehall ,  S.  E. 

5th  November ,  1874. 

Sir, 

#  *  *  The  Board  observe  that  you  state  that  these 

examinations  have  been  made  by  you  in  the  interests  of  science. 
The  Board  consider  that  the  Workhouse  is  not  a  proper  place  for 
making  post-mortem  examinations  for  this  object ;  and  they  must 
therefore  require  that  in  future  you  will  not  in  any  case  make  such 
examination,  excepting  by  the  direction  of  the  Coroner  when  hold¬ 
ing  an  inquest,  or  the  directions  of  the  Guardians,  for  some  special, 
urgent,  and  peculiar  reason  which  they  may  deem  of  such  impor¬ 
tance  as  to  render  such  examination  necessary.  The  Board  think 
that  the  Guardians  themselves  would  hardly  be  justified  in  directing 
in  any  particular  case  that  a  post-mortem  examination  should  take 
place,  if  the  nearest  relatives  of  the  deceased  objected  clearly  and 
decidedly  to  the  course  ;  and  the  Guardians  would,  so  far  as  circum¬ 
stances  will  permit,  do  well  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  necessity 
for  such  an  examination  before  they  take  upon  themselves  to 
authorise  it.  As  a  general  rule,  post-mortem  examinations  ought 
only  to  take  place  in  Workhouses  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  the 
cause  of  death  when  it  cannot  he  otherwise  ascertained.  The 
Board,  in  pursuance  of  Art.  192  of  the  General  Consolidated  Order, 
hereby  remove  your  suspension  in  order  that  you  may  resume  the 
duties  of  your  office.

This  decision  applies  with  double  force  to  the  Superintendents  of 
County  Lunatic  Asylums,  who  have  the  custody  of  the  individual 
as  well  as  the  care  of  his  health.  A  person  acting  henceforth 
contrary  to  this  ruling,  might  find  himself  placed  in  the  position  of 
being  charged,  not  only  with  transgressing  the  law,  hut  with  des¬ 
troying  evidentiary  facts  affecting  his  own  conduct  or  that  of  his 
subordinates,  in  the  general  management,  or  in  the  medical  treat¬ 
ment  of  any  given  case.

Nottingham  County  and  Borough  Asylum, 

July  13th,  1874. 

This  Asylum  is  now  full,  and  patients  are  being  sent,  both 
from  the  County  and  Borough,  to  the  Derby  County  Asylum. 

The  number  on  the  books  is  399,*  of  whom  191  are  men 
and  208  women. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  men,  and  the  same  number  of 
women  are  County,  and  fifty-two  men  and  seventy-six  women 
are  Borough  patients.  Seven  men  and  two  women  are 
chargeable  to  Newark,  and  two  men  are  Out- County  patients. 
For  these  two  latter  classes  the  charge  is  14s.  per  week.  For 
the  County  and  Borough  patients  the  weekly  rate  is,  and  has 
been,  since  the  1st  of  January  last,  9s.  9d.,  and,  as  we  are 
informed,  will  again  have  to  be  raised. 

Since  the  last  visit  here  on  the  2nd  April,  1873,  there  have

throat.  This  wound,  however,  was  inflicted  previous  to  her 
admission  here,  and  she  died  from  the  effects  of  it  a  few  days 
after  her  arrival.  One  man  was  found  dead  in  his  bed  one 
morning,  after  having  been  seen,  apparently  well,  by  the 
night  nurse  in  the  course  of  the  night.  No  post-mortem 
examination  was  made  in  this,  nor  in  any  other  case,  but 
death  was  stated  to  have  resulted  from  apoplexy.  A  corres¬ 
pondence  on  the  subject  ensued  with  our  Board,  from  which 
it  appeared  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant 
a  statement  as  to  the  cause  of  death  without  a  post-mortem 
examination  having  been  made.  We  think  the  practice  here 
of  never  making  these  examinations  is  unsatisfactory.  With 
these  two  exceptions,  there  is  nothing  in  the  causes  of  death 
requiring  special  comment. 

No  restraint  has  been  employed,  but  7  of  the  male  patients 
have  been  secluded  on  26  occasions,  and  22  of  the  female 
on  70. 

The  numbers  last  week  under  medical  treatment  were  22 
men  and  18  women,  and  we  to-day  found  three  of  the  former 
sex  and  ten  of  the  latter  in  bed.  W e  can  report  satisfactorily 
of  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions  (all  of 
whom  we  have  seen) ,  and  also  of  the  state  of  their  clothing. 
None  of  them  made  any  complaint  to  us  of  unkind  treatment, 
and  with  the  exception  of  one  man  who  used  abusive  language, 
they  conducted  themselves  with  propriety  as  we  passed 
through  the  wards.  These  we  found  very  clean  and  free  from 
offensive  smells,  except  in  the  lavatory  to  the  dormitory  over 
wards  5  and  6  on  the  female  side,  where  there  was  apparently 
something  temporarily  out  of  order  in  connection  with  the 
pipe  that  carries  off  the  water  from  the  sink.  The  dormitory 
above  referred  to,  as  well  as  the  corresponding  one  on  the 
men’s  side,  is  furnished  with  blinds,  and  we  would  suggest 
that  they  should  also  be  provided  for  the  dormitories  in  the 
older  portions  of  the  building.  The  bedding,  generally,  is 
in  good  order.  Last  night’s  returns  as  to  the  wet  or  dirty 
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cases  give  eight  in  tlie  male  and  five  in  the  female  division, 
We  regret  to  find  that  no  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
number  of  the  attendants  as  suggested  at  the  last  visit. 
There  is  a  night  attendant  in  each  division,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  visit  each  ward  every  two  hours ;  hut  there  is  no  arrange¬ 
ment  here,  such  as  has  been  made  with  the  best  results  at 
some  other  Asylums,  by  which  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases 
are  placed  together  at  night  in  one  room,  in  their  respective 
divisions,  under  the  care  of  a  special  attendant  who  never 
leaves  the  room.  There  are  stated  to  be  31  male  and  33 
female  epileptic  patients  here  now,  and  we  desire  specially  to 
bring  this  matter  under  the  notice  of  the  Committee  with  the 
view  of  special  night  attendance,  as  above  mentioned,  being 
provided  for  them.  We  saw  the  dinner  in  two  of  the  male 
wards  ;  it  consisted  of  Australian  meat  (cold)  with  potatoes, 
rice,  bread,  and  beer,  all  of  which  were  good.  The  means  of 
recreation  are  not  very  plentiful,  and  the  associated  enter¬ 
tainments  take  place  only  once  a  month.  Between  20  and  30 
of  each  sex  are  allowed  to  go  beyond  the  grounds  for  walks, 
and  they  go  out  two  or  three  times  a  week  in  small  parties. 

The  returns  as  to  employment  shew  39  men  to  be  occupied 
on  the  grounds  and  at  trades,  and  52  to  be  helpers  in  the 
wards ;  and  that  76  of  the  women  are  workers,  of  whom  29 
are  engaged  in  the  laundry,  8  in  the  kitchen,  and  36  at 
needlework.  There  were  114  men  and  69  women  at  the 
services  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  last. 

The  recommendations  made  in  our  last  report  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  engine-house  have  been  adopted.  An  opening 
has  been  made  at  the  end  of  it,  by  which  more  light  and 
better  ventilation  is  secured,  and  a  light  iron  railing  has  been 
put  up  outside,  preventing  the  patients  having  access  to 
pieces  of  iron  and  other  things  that  might  prove  dangerous 
weapons,  and  that  are  lying  about  there. 

The  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  State  having  been  obtained 
to  the  dissolution  of  the  union  between  the  County  and  the 


Borough,  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  County  shall  buy  out 
the  interest  of  the  Borough,  which,  for  freehold  and  fixtures, 
is  the  third  of  £43,169  19s.  7d. ;  that  the  clothing  and  con¬ 
sumable  stores  are  to  he  valued  on  the  31st  December  next, 
the  Borough  to  receive  their  proportionate  share,  together 
with  one-third  of  the  cash  balance,  after  a  deduction  has  been 
made  for  outstanding  debts. 

After  the  above  date  the  Borough  patients  will  for  two 
years  he  received  here  at  such  weekly  rate  as  may  he  charged 
for  the  County  patients.  After  two  years  a  charge  of  one 
shilling  per  head  to  he  paid  in  addition  to  the  weekly  rate. 

In  May  last  Dr.  Weir  was  appointed  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Smith.  Mrs.  Orton,  the  House¬ 
keeper  and  Head  Nurse,  has  been  absent  for  the  last  four 
months  on  account  of  illness,  and  Miss  Manlove  is  for  the 
present  taking  her  place.
